Were First to Enter Wrecked Mine 
Helmet* Used Proved all That 
has Been Claimed for Them. 



Ten miners were entombed 
/ . by an explosion in mine No. 8 of 

the Providence Coal Mining Oom 
» 1 pany's workings Friday after- 

t noon, following a gas explosion, 

and all >tre dead. The mine is 
a new one and the shaft was on- 
ly 108 feet deep, but the force of 
the explosion was so great that 
E the meu were killed outright. 

Great masses of stone, slate and 
timber were hurled far from the 
mouth of the shaft and a mule 
frora,the lower level was blown 
*» one hundred feet from the. 
•haft mouth. 

At 0 o'clock Friday night a 
rescue train equipped with life 
saving devices was on the way to 
the scene from the Evansville, 
I ■ Ind., substation of the Uuited 

States Bureau of Mines. The 
meniu therjwrecked mine were: 
Wesley Fugate and Ed Vauxhu 
both white, and the following 
\ negroes: Charles Shackelford, 
John Woolfolk, Willis Rascoe, 
George Johnson, Bp w ley John- 
son, Oal Nortbfleet, Louis Lienn, 
and Ed Butler. 

The explosion occurred at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, just at 
•hot firing time. Twenty men 
had been at work on the day 
shift, but ten of them left be 
fore the firing began. The 
mine is one of several owned by 
the Providence Mining Company 
of which W. J. Nisbet is presi- 
dent aud general manager For 
raer Attorney General Clifton 
R. Pratt is a large stockholders 
Assistant State Mine Inspector 
W t TO. Long and A. G. Spillman, 
• of this city, hurried to the scene 
of disaster, arriving at 7 :15. Mr. 
Long immediately tuok charge of 
the rescue work. The fans had 
been started soon after the acci- 
deot and mine was practically 
\t\ s free from smoke by 10 o'clock. 

After working all night the first 
. entrance was made at 7 o'clock 

^ Saturday morning by Inspector 
Long and Mr. A. G. Spillman, of 
this city, and Mr. Samms, of the 
Evunsville Rescue Station. 
These three wore the helmets 
and at 8:80 <>• ». brought out 
the first body that of Will R»s- 
coe. Liter on Thos. Longstaff, 
Carl Ramsey and Charlie Favors, 
of Providence, entered the mine 
and did rescue work. 

Bcicne Dar Delayed. 
On account of the car belong 
ing to the Rescue Station at 
Evansville being on a tour of 
instruct ioif at Linton, Ind., ;t 
was necessary for, Congressman 
Boehne to neii'l wire to Wash- 
ington for permission for the car 
to come to Providence on a 
special train." This was done 
and the special arrived at Provi 
dence at Bix o'clock Saturday 
morning. 

Cante of Disaster. 
The cause of the disaster was 
from a windy shot. The men 
had set their last shots aud were 
waiting for the cage to take them 
from the mine when the explo- 



sion took place. Several hun 
dred people gathered on tlx 
scene soon after the explosior 
and a great number of them re 
mained all night. The relatives 
of the miners were hopeful they 
could be rescued alive, until they 
saw the awful condition of the 
first body brought ont. It i 
brirribly mangled and diefigui 
and a pittiable scene ensued. 
As fast as the bodies were 
cued they were taken to the 
undertaking establishment and 
prepaired for burial. It is esti 
mated that fully ten thousand 
people visited the mine on Sat 
unlay. The rescue car wai 
brought to this place Saturday 
night and attached to the Dixie 
Flyer and carried to Evansville. 
The work done by this corps was 
all that could be expected and 
the three helmets used proved 
entirely satisfactory, As the 
-h it' of the mine was not block- 
>d or seriously injured by the 
explosion it will be ouly a short 
time before work can be resumed.

The New Vital Statistics Bureau. 

Bowling Green, Ky.,— Active 
preparations are beinc made 
here for the operation of the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics law, 
which goes iuto effect Jan., 1, 
1911. This law provides for the 
reporting and recording of all 
births and deaths an 1 the collect- 
ion of morbidity statistics. It is 
a department of the State Board 
of Health and is one far-reaching 
in its importance to the welfare 
and lives of the people of Ken- 
tucke. 

Keutucky has placed herself in 
the front rauk of states doing 
most for the pressjvation of 
health and in the establishment 
of a Bureau of Vital Statistics 
sha is the first of the entire south 
to take this long neglected step. 

The State Registrar, Dr. W. L. 
Heizer, who will inaugurate and 
manage the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics, has just returned from an 
extended trip in Ohio, Michigan 
aud Penusylvauia and Washing- 
ton, D. O., where he studied the 
operatiou of the law in those 
states which are declared bv Dr.
